The  Ipswich  directory  of  three  years  ago  contains  1552 
names,  of  which  more  than  300  have  been  dropped  bv  reason 
of  deaths,  marriages  of  females  and  removals  from  town ; 
therefore  this  directory  contains  284  names  more  than  the 
old  one,  and  more  than  600  new  names. 

There  are  some,  though  no  grave  errors.  After  much  of 
the  Manual  had  been  written  a  change  was  made  to  admit 
twenty-five  pages  of  soldiers'  names,  and  the  manuscript  had 
to  be  abridged  and  a  few  slight  ambiguities  crept  in.  as  on 
page  19 :  "a  plank  road  across  the  marsh  and  sm alb  creek4' 
might  be  built  with  comparatively  little  expense.  There  are 
some  grammatical  errors  which  are  not  to  be  specified,  since 
the  sense  is  evident.  On  page  86  among  the  Hardys  is  "col- 
ored— name  unknown."  which  was  intended  to  be  placed  at 
the  end  of  the  Ipswich  list.  On  page  109  we  do  not  intend  to 
say  that   there  is  any   Cross  street  now ;    there  is  none.     On

page  110  "River  Coast"  should  read  River  Court.  "Warren" 
on  page  111,  is  corrected  at  the  bottom  of  page  109.

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DISCOVERERS    AND    PLANTERS. 


HE  first  discovery  of  America," 
\vrote  a  learned  geographer  about 
1800,  "is  generally  ascribed  to  Chris- 
toval  Colon,  or  as  commonly  called 
from  the  first  Latin  writing  on  the 
subject,  Christoper  Columbus ;  but 
it  is  now  universally  admitted  that 
America  was  first  visited  from  Green- 
land by  Norwegian^,  in  the  year  982; 
and  again  in  1003,  -when  Yinland 
was  discovered.  The  territory  thus  named  seems  by  their 
description  to  have  been  a  part  of  Labrador  or  of  Newfound- 
land." The  writer  regards  the  story  that  abundant  grapes 
were  found  and  the  signification  of  the  name  as  an  embellish- 
ment, or  fiction,  to  induce  emigration ;  but  it  all  stands  on 
the  same  authority,  and  probably  should  be  received  entire 
or  rejected  entire.  Recent  archaeologists,  notably  our  own, 
Mr.  Fewkes  of  Newton,  a  summer  resident  of  this  town,  and 
Mr.  Andrew  K.  Ober  of  Beverly,  received  the  story  in  its  en- 
tirety, tracing  our  coast  in  the  descriptions,  and  regarding  the 
story  of  the  grapes  and  the  signification  of  the  name  as  true 
to  fadl.  The  Vinland  colony  was,  however,  soon  destroyed 
by  intestine  divisions,  yet,  as  these  gentlemen  claim,  left 
marks  of  their  presence  in  domestic  and  martial  implements, 
wells  whence  they  drew  their  water,  and  the  foundations, 
well  preserved,  of  their  houses. 

The  first  discoverer  of  this  coast,  however,  of  whom  we 
have  authenticated  record,  was  Giovanni  Gaboto,  a  Vene- 
tian, called  by  the  English  John  Cabot.     He  was  commissioned 
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by  Henry  VII.  in  1495  to  open  a  Northwest  passage  to  India. 
He  discovered  what  his  sailors  called  New-found-land,  and  in- 
spected the  bays,  estuaries  and  rivers  along  the  coast  as  far 
as  Virginia,  and  no  doubt  gave  Ipswich  bay  and  estuary  and 
river  a  careful  exploration.  He  voyaged  again  in  1498,  and 
his  son,  the  "Grand  Pilot,"  or  Great  Seaman,  in  1517.  The 
Portuguese  were  here  about  1500  ;  French  fishermen  were  at 
Newfoundland  and  along  this  coast  by  1504.  In  1523  John 
Verazzani,  a  Florentine,  explored  the  coast,  and,  it  is  record- 
ed, held  friendly  intercourse  with  the  natives.  If  those  who 
were  the  leading  adventurers  had  been  all,  it  would  be  easy 
to  understand  how  the  Indians  in  the  seventeenth  century 
came  by  their  fields  of  corn  and  tobacco  and  their  gardens  of 
squashes  and  beans. 

The  business  of  fur-trading  and  fishing  along  this  coast 
received  a  new  impetus  about  the  beginning  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Gosnold  was  along  this  coast  in  1602,  and 
Martin  Pray  and  William  Brown  in  1603.  In  1604  Aga- 
wam  was  the  center  of  Arcadia,  so  called  in  the  French  pat- 
ent of  8  November  1603,  to  M.  De  Mons.  Captain  Wey- 
mouth was  along  this  coast  in  1605.  During  all  this  time,  a 
century  or  more,  no  attempt  at  settlement  had  been  success- 
ful in  this  section,  but  traffic  and  barter  with  the  Indians 
and  the  fisheries  had  been  remunerative,  and  King  James  I. 
was  prevailed  upon  to  divide  Virginia  into  North  and  South. 
This  he  did  10  April  1606  by  patent,  and  granted  them  re- 
spectively to  the  Plymouth  and  the  London  companies,  each 
with  a  government  of  thirteen  members.  In  1614  John 
Smith,  who  had  been  the  life  of  the  South  Virginia  colony, 
was  sent  here  with  two  vessels  by  some  London  merchants, 
"who  were  [then]  engaged  in  American  fisheries."  He  landed 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Kennebec  river,  where  in  1795  the 
ruins  of  some  of  his  houses  were  to  be  seen.  Captain  Smith 
at  this  time,  with  eight  men,  ranged  the  coast  to  Cape  Cod, 
"bartering  with  the  natives  for  beaver  and  other  furs,  and 
making  observations  on  the  shores,  islands,  harbors  and 
headlands,"  which  on  his  return  to  England  he  wrought  into 
a  map  ;  and  presenting  it  to  Prince  Charles,  with  the  request 
that  he  would  give  the  country  a  name,  it  was  called  for  the 
first  time  New  England.  During  the  six  years  that  followed 
"Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges  and  Captain  John  Mason  spent  £20,- 
000  each  in  attempts  for  settlements,  and  each  of  them 
thought  it  advisable  to  give  over  their  design  and  sit  down 
with  the  loss."  Accordingly  King  James,  3  November  1620, 
granted  a  new  patent,  incorporating  the  Duke  of  Lenox,  the 
Marquises  of  Buckingham  and  Hamilton,  the  Earls  of  Arun- 
dle  and  Warwick,  Sir  Francis  Gorges  and  thirty-four  others, 
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and  their  successors,  styling  them  "The  Council  established 
at  Plymouth,  in  the  County  of  Devon,  for  the  planting,  ruling, 
ordering  and  governing  of  New  England  in  America.' '  This 
patent  covered  the  territory  lying  between  40°  and  48°  of 
north  latitude  and  extended  from  ocean  to  ocean,  and  was 
the  basis  of  all  subsequent  grants  of  land  in  New  England. 
The  company  retained  the  power  vested  in  them  by  the 
Crown  till  1635,  when  they  resigned  their  charter,  about  the 
time  that  Winthrop  the  younger  came  to  Ipswich.  Previous 
to  1635  they  made  several  grants,  particularly  two.  Cap- 
tain John  Mason,  who  was  a  member  of  the  company,  had 
a  grant  of  land  extending  from  the  Naumkeag  river  around 
Cape  Ann  to  the  Merrimac  river  and  from  the  sea  to  the 
heads  of  those  rivers,  with  the  islands  lying  within  three 
miles  of  the  coast.  The  district  was  called  Marianna  and  in- 
cluded Agawam.  Another  grant  was  made  in  1627  to  Sir 
Henry  Roswell  et  al.,  which  Endicott  occupied  in  1628,  and 
was  reoccupied  by  Winthrop  in  1630,  on  authority  of  the 
charter  of  4  March  1628.  William  Jeffries  had  a  right  which 
he  obtained  of  the  Indians,  but  his  claim  then  covered  only  the 
tract  now  known  as  Jeffries'  Neck.  Thus  regarding  this  ter- 
ritory there  were  many  rights  by  discovery  and  many  by 
royal  authority,  and  it  was  very  fortunate  for  the  early  set- 
tlers that  only  three  conflicting  claims  appeared — Jeffries', 
from  the  Indians ;  Mason's,  from  the  Plymouth  company, 
and  Winthrop 's,  from  the  Crown.  Mason  obtained  his  grant 
about  1621.  Perchance  he  never  occupied  it;  if  he  did,  he 
had  abandoned  it  and  removed  all  trace  of  his  occupancy  be- 
fore the  settlement  by  Winthrop  in  1633.  The  settlers  knew 
nothing  of  the  grant  till  about  1680.  The  case  was  in  litiga- 
tion two  years  and  a  half.  At  last  Mason  won  his  case. 
John  Wallace  and  Content  Mason,  relict  of  John  Tufton  Ma- 
son, were  to  give  deeds,  as  her  husband  had  done,  and  "some 
of  the  settlers  paid  a  quit-rent  of  two  shillings  a  year  for 
every  house  built  on  the  land  of  his  grant,  which  was  in  their 
possession."  Mason's  heirs  hoped  to  establish  their  inherit- 
ancy,  name  it  Marianna,  and  hold  it  "in  fee  and  common  soc- 
age." So  the  decision,  which  was  against  the  settlers,  was 
favorable. 

Jeffries'  right  seems  to  have  been  derived  from  the  Ind- 
ians, and  presumably  from  Masconnomet.  The  court  that 
determined  his  claim  made  their  decision  "a  final  issue  of  all 
claims  by  virtue  of  any  grant  heretofore  made  by  any  Ind- 
ians whatsoever."  Jeffries  was  an  agent  of  the  Plymouth 
company  and  may  have  come  here  in  1614  with  Captain 
John  Smith,  when  he  was  about  23  years  of  age ;  or  he  may 
have  come  in  1620  upon  the  formation  of  the  new  company ; 
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or  he  may  have  come  (he  was  old  enough)  some  time  during 
the  century's  first  decade,  for  Captain  Smith  in  1614  found 
here  twenty -seven  or  twenty-eight  fisheries  and  trading  posts. 

At  any  rate,  Winthrop  called 
him  "an  old  planter,"  and  it 
is  said  that  he  had  derived 
a  title  to  land  here  from  Ma- 
son, which  about  1622-3  he 
occupied  and  improved,  and 
in  1625  he  owned  the  terri- 
tory of  the  present  town. 

William  Jeffries  was  de- 
rived from  good  stock.  In 
a  letter  of  instruction  from 
his  company  he  is  addressed 
"  William  Jeffries,  Gentle- 
man." His  native  place  is 
Chittingly,  Essex  County,  England;  his  father's  name  was 
Andre,  or  Andry,  and  he  had  a  brother  Robert,  who  settled 
in  Newport,  R.  I.  He  was  an  Episcopalian,  and  so  fared  hard 
in  the  hands  of  the  Puritans.  In  this  light  we  understand 
the  order  of  the  court  in  1630,  commanding  those  "planted 
at  Agawam  forthwith  to  come  away."  Mr.  Jeffries,  how- 
ever, remained  till  about  May  1638,  when  the  magistrates 
had  power  to  remove  him.  Jeffries  and  Nicholas  Easton  fol- 
lowed Mrs.  Hutchinson  to  Newport,  where  Easton  became 
President  and  Governor  of  the  Rhode  Island  colony,  and  Jeff- 
ries a  prominent  official.  While  residing  here  Jeffries  became 
acquainted  with  Mary  Gould,  sister  of  John  and. Daniel 
Gould,  whom  he  subsequently  married.  Their  children  were 
six :  Mary,  the  eldest*  who  was  born  in  Weymouth,  "20  :  1", 
1642,  married  John  Green  and  lived  in  Newport ;  Sarah,  who 
married  Barzilla  Barker,  son  of  James  of  Rowley ;  Susannah ; 
Priscilla;  John,  and  Thomas.  In  settlement  of  his  claim  to 
territory  here  he  was  given  500  acres  of  land  on  the  south 
side  of  "our  patent,"  which  probably  was  near  to  the  town 
of  Weymouth,  where  he  had  made  his  home,  was  one  of  the 
proprietors  in  1641,  and  a  selectman  in  1642.  He  also  had 
property  rights  at  the  Isles  of  Shoals,  Manchester,  which 
was  called  Jeffries'  creek,  and  during  the  last  part  of  his  life 
at  Newport,  where  he  died  2  January  1675  at  the  good  age 
of  84  years.     Ipswich  thus  became  free  to  the  settlers.

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CHAPTER  II. 


WHO    SETTLED    IPSWICH,    AND    WHY. 


HE  real  cause  of  the  settlement  of 
Agawam  so  early  and  by  men  of  such 
distinguished  quality  were  her  natu- 
ral attractions ;  the  wealth  hoarded 
in  her  soil  and  her  natural  aspect  of 
hill  and  vale,  of  river  and  glen.  She 
had  then  long  enjoyed  a  reputation 
for  ''beauty  of  situation"  and  scenery, 
for  the  wealth  sporting  in  her  rivers, 
and,  fur-clad,  in  her  forests,  and  the 
productive  richness  of  her  soil.  John  Smith  in  1614  found 
here  "a  multitude  of  people,"  and  thus  described  the  place: 
"Here  are  many  rising  hills,  and  on  their  tops  and  descents 
are  many  corne  fields  and  delightfull  groues.  On  the  east  is 
an  isle  two  or  three  leagues  in  length,  one  halfe  plain  marish 
ground  fit  for  pasture  with  many  faire  high  groues  of  mul- 
berry trees.  There  are  also  okes,  pines,  walnuts,  and  other 
wood  to  ma^e  this  place  an  excellent  habitation." 

Then  the  emigrant  figured  out  his  venture  in  pounds  and 
pence  as  now  in  dollars  and  cents.  There  was  money  in  the 
fisheries,  in  traffic  with  the  Indians  for  furs,  in  pasture-fed 
beef,  the  exportation  of  tobacco  (a  new  and  lucrative  branch 
of  commerce),  and  in  the  sale  of  lands.  The  expenditure  for 
early  settlements  was  not  remunerative  because  the  fit  time 
for  them  had  not  come.  The  plan  involved  business  fore- 
sight, but  in  the  providential  purpose  was  premature.  In  the 
near  future,  however,  time  ripened,  and  business  in  all  de- 
partments flourished. 

These  early  men  "builded  better  than  they  knew."  They 
were  John-the-Baptists,  preparing  the  way  for  a  glorious  era. 
From  1630  to  1640  religious  intolerence  drove  waves  of  emi- 
grants to  these  shores,  and  in  1635  a  tidal  wave  brought 
more  than  3000  souls.  The  men  who  appreciated  Agawam 
and  cast  their  lot  here  were  largely  citizens  of  wealth  and 
learning,  and  some  were  merchants.  They  were  thoughtful, 
consciencious,  heroic,  righteous,  God-fearing — thoughtful,  for 
they  had  clear  views  of  the  tenets  of  their  religion  and  of  civil 
life ;  consciencious,  for  they  could  not  brook  known  errors ;

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CHAPTER    III. 


IPSWICH    A    SUMMER    RESORT,    AND    WHY. 


URING  the  centuries  that  have  pass- 
ed the  natural  features  of  Ipswich 
have  never  failed  to  please,  and  now 
their  attractiveness  is  enhanced  by 
the  increased  facilities  of  business 
and  the  unsurpassed  opportunities 
for  recreation,  recuperation  and 
pleasure. 

Our  landscape  affords  an  agreeable 
variety  and  a  peculiar  beauty.  The 
diversity  of  hill  and  vale,  of  meadow 
and  marsh,  of  woodland  and  field,  of  river  and  pond  and 
brook — enhanced  by  the  variety  of  the  seasons, — verdure  and 
flowers,  the  cattle  upon  the  hillside  and  the  husbandman  in 
the  field,  the  fruit-setting  and  the  waving  grass,  the  ripening 
apple  and  the  purpling  plum,  the  yellow  corn  and  the  nod- 
ding grain,  and  the  enchanting  beauty  of  our  frost-painted 
forests,  gratifies  the  eye,  educates  the  heart  and  sheds  over 
the  mind  a  soft  radiance  of  perennial  joy. 

Our  hills  are  very  prominent  and  work  out  for  us  a  won- 
derful economy.  Their  names  and  heights  in  feet  are  as  fol- 
lows:  Prospect,  260;  Mt.  Turner,  250;  Turkey,  240;  old 
Muzzy  or  modern  Jewett,  212 ;  Bartholomew,  204 ;  Little 
Turner,  197;  Heartbreak,  196;  Bush,  193.;  Town,  184; 
Scott,  180;  Sagamore,  172;  Castle,  168;  Mt.  Pleasant, 
159;   North  Ridge,  133 ;   Plover,  128;   Little  Neck,  86. 

The  economy  of  these  hills  contributes  largely  to  the 
wealth  of  this  town.  From  them  at  eventide  come  the  low- 
ing kine  with  distended  udder  and  contribute  for  our  table 
three  most   wholesome  requisites :    butter,  cheese  and  milk. 
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In  the  early  years  of  the  town  these  hills  furnished  beef  for 
the  local  supply  and  contributed  "many  hundred  quarters 
annually  to  feed  the  town  of  Boston."  These  grand  old  hills 
are  nature's  own  chemists ;  all  animal  and  vegetable  decay 
that  falls  upon  their  summits  and  sides,  by  the  aid  of  nature's 
own  great  solvent,  the  rain  and  the  melted  snow,  they  con- 
vey to  the  valleys  below,  to  replenish  or  deepen  the  soil, 
where  the  glasses  feed  and  grow,  the  esculents  and  cereals 
mature,  and  where  ripens  the  fruit  of  tree  and  vine.  Notable 
illustrations  are  the  Damon  farm  on  Pine  street  between 
Bush  and  Turkey  hills,  the  Sutton  farm  east  of  Town  hill,  the 
farms  around  Heartbreak  and  Mounts  Turner  and  Pleasant. 
Other  valuable  farms  rest  on  a  substratum  of  argillacious 
clay,  which  holds  the  moisture  necessary  to  their  fertility. 
The  Lowe  farm,  off  High  street,  near  the  brick  yard,  is  nota- 
bly one  of  this  nature.  This  argillacious  soil-bed  may  extend 
to  the  rich  hay  farms  of  Candlewood  and  Argilla  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  Appleton  farms,  and  may  have  suggested  to  Gov- 
ernor Symonds  to  call  his  possessions  there  Argilla.  Two 
farms,  principally,  have  been  enlarged  and  increased  in  value 
by  the  liberal  use  of  the  spade  and  ax — David  T.  Perley's  in 
the  Linebrook  district  and  the  Appleton  farms  in  the  Apple- 
ton  district. 

Our  hills  are  unsurpassed  for  permanent  and  summer  resi- 
dences. The  views  from  their  tops  are  magnificent  and 
charming.  No  place  in  Essex  County  is  better  adapted  to 
mechanics'  homes  than  Mt.  Pleasant.  Its  location  is  excel- 
lent. It  is  within  five  minutes'  walk  of  the  depot  and  its  as- 
cent is  gradual  and  easy,  even  to  the  top,  which  is  level  with 
the  turrets  of  the  First  Church  edifice.  The  hill  is  at  present 
pasture  land  and  cannot  be  expensive  for  house-lots,  though 
it  is  excellent  for  its  present  purpose.  Hardly  any  hill  so 
easy  of  ascent  presents  so  charming  a  prospect.  With  a 
glass  on  a  clear  day  the  view  is  extensive,  varied  and  delight- 
ful. Look  northward,  and  beneath  old  Muzzy's  hill  reposes 
Ipswich  Village.  Over  Muzzy's  top  rise  the  church  spires  of 
Rowley,  and  beyond  the  church  spires  of  Newbury  and  New- 
buryport.  To  the  northeast  is  the  broad  basin  of  the  Parker, 
the  Rowley  and  the  Plum  Island  rivers,  the  extensive  stretch 
of  marsh,  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  tide  and  the  sand  reefs  of 
Plum  Island.  On  the  west  are  Turkey,  Bush  and  Bartholo- 
mew hills,  and  a  little  beyond  Mt.  Turner.  From  these  hills 
in  summer  armies  of  berry -pickers,  from  near  and  from  far, 
gather  the  fruit.  Between  these  hills  are  the  farms  of  Damon, 
Clark,  Chapman  and  Gwinn.  The  hillside  and  the  vale  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  are  a  farming  scene  of  singular 
beauty.     Looking  southward  are  seen  the  winding  courses  of 
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QUESTIONS.

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Ipswich  river.  The  farms  that  border  upon  its  banks,  the 
arable  acres  of  the  Appleton  farms  and  the  tearful  sides  of 
Heartbreak  hill.  This  whole  expanse  of  territory,  dotted 
with  farmhouse  and  field,  with  pasture  and  cattle,  and  with 
hurrying  humanity,  is  another  rustic  scene  hardly  to  be 
equalled.  Between  Heartbreak  hill  and  Town  hill,  which 
space  completes  the  circle,  and  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  is 
included  the  town  village.  In  full  view  is  the  railroad  from 
its  entrance  into  the  town  to  its  exit  from  it,  over  which  dur- 
ing the  dark  evenings  of  autumn  and  winter,  long  trains  of 
lighted  cars,  swiftly  moving,  remind  one  of  Gabriel,  with  fiery 
attendants,  flying  through  mid-air  on  some  angelic  mission, 
and  the  spectator  stands  and  admires.  In  full  view,  too,  are 
the  streets,  the  churches,  the  hotels,  the  Manning  school 
building,  the  county  penal  institution,  the  mills — the  entire 
village  except  the  wharves  and  their  surroundings ;  while 
over  roof  and  steeple,  and  turret  and  tower,  are  seen  the  roll- 
ing w a ves  of  Ipswich  bay,  its  white  sails  of  commerce,  and 
out  just  under  the  eastern  sky  are  the  villages  of  Lanesville 
and  Bay  View,  where  they  quarry  granite  gold  and  silver  and 
amass  granite  wealth.  The  quiet,  picturesque  beauty  of  Mt. 
Pleasant  is  unsurpassed. 

Mt.  Turner  is  another  delightful  elevation.  It  is  located 
upon  the  Brackettfarm  in  the  Willowdale  district.  It  affords 
a  fine  view  of  the  semi-circumference  southward,  being  sur- 
mounted by  a  commanding  lookout.  There  are  to  be  seen 
old  ocean,  urban  towns  and  steeples,  the  State  Asylum  at 
Dan  vers,  far-off  Wachusett,  and  the  nearer  view  of  forest, 
farm  and  river.  The  grove  upon  its  slope  has  been  prepared 
for  picnic  parties ;  an  artificial  pond  of  an  acre's  extent, 
drawing  its  supply  from  a  generous  spring  above,  is  furnished 
with  boats  for  recreation;  and  a  huckleberry  field,  from 
which  fifty  bushels  of  berries  have  been  gathered  in  a  day,  is 
free  to  all.  Driveways  and  stables  and  pond  and  boats  and 
spring  and  field  and  the  magnificent  view,  invite  the  weary 
to  rest  and  recuperation.  It  is  fast  becoming  a  noted  public 
resort. 

Town  hill  is,  the  printer  would  say,  the  nonpareil  of  Ips- 
wich inland  hills.  Its  summit  is  reached  from  the  west  or 
east  or  through  Spring  street  and  Hillside  avenue.  The 
southern  slope  is  somewhat  abrupt,  and  from  the  top  the 
spectator  seems  to  look  directly  down  upon  the  town.  The 
western  end  is  an  extension  of  the  High  street  cemetery,  the 
middle  portion  is  pasture  land,  the  east  end  is  set  apart  for 
residences,  and  building  has  already  begun.  One  lot  has  been 
obtained,  with  a  hope  of  securing  another,  for  a  large  sum- 
mer hotel.     Baker's  pond  upon  its  summit  is  a  dainty  attrac- 
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tioti.  In  full  but  distant  view  is  "the  Switzerland  of  Ameri- 
ca," the  island-gemmed  coast  of  Maine  and  her  inland  hills  ; 
nearer  are  church  spires  and  public  edifices,  and  modest  beau- 
tiful hills,  while  in  the  foreground  are  the  Rowley  and  Ips- 
wich marshes,  their  winding  rivers  boy  ant  with  steamers  and 
sails ;  and  threading  creeks  satiate  and  insatiate  with  tides, 
and  old  gray  ocean  rolling  in  her  silvery  crests  upon  the 
beach.  Mr.  Philip  E.  Clark's  residence  is  built  with  reference 
to  the  view  this  hill  presents.  His  cupola  surveys  the  entire 
horizon,  and  the  eye  feasts,  without  tiring,  upon  the  ever- 
changing  variety  and  scenic  beauty. 

Heartbreak  hill  is  a  twin  of  Town  hill.  It  is  twelve  feet 
higher,  is  easy  of  ascent,  but  is  more  remote  from  the  village. 
Hon.  George  Haskell  occupies  the  southern  slope  and  Mr. 
Paul  Spinney  the  western.  The  fields  and  groves  upon  the 
northern  and  eastern  slopes  render  it  conspicuous  and  en- 
hance its  beauty,  as  viewed  from  the  river  or  her  sister  hills. 

Our  hastening  pen  must  not  forget  the  Fewkes  summer 
cottage  on  Fox  creek,  reached  through  the  Caverly  farm  at 
Argilla,  around  old  Sagamore  hill.  This  is  the  pensive  nook 
of  "Boulder"  the  archaeologist  of  the  "Ipswich  Chronicle," 
whence  with  his  canoe  he  visits  all  the  points  of  interest  on 
our  islands  and  coast.  So  far  and  yet  so  near,  so  free  and  yet 
so  cosy.  A  visit  there,  or  the  ownership  of  a  companion  cot- 
tage, will  conduce  to  your  health,  your  pleasure  and  your 
knowledge. 

Castle  hill  is  located  on  Castle  Neck  at  the  confluence  of 
Plum  Island  and  Ipswich  rivers,  and  the  mouth  of  the  latter 
From  its  summit  in  ancient  time  the  Agawams  sadly  watched 
the  deadly  approach  of  the  cruel  Tarran tines ;  later  the  pale- 
faces descried  the  distant  foe  and  gave  the  alarm — whence  its 
name.  The  view  from  its  top  embraces  much  of  the  Town 
hill  view,  but  that  of  the  bay  and  ocean  is  much  enhanced  by 
the  lapping  waves  and  the  silver  sheen  of  the  beach  at  its 
foot.  This  is  the  native  hill  of  Mr.  John  B.  Brown  of  Chica- 
go, who  after  years  of  absence  and  success,  having  never  for- 
gotten the  haunts  of  boyhood,  is  now  grading  and  terracing 
it,  planting  upon  it  shade  and  fruit  trees,  and  laying  out 
driveways  and  otherwise  beautifying  it,  making  it  as  attrac- 
tive as  is  the  view  from  its  summit. 

There  is  one  other  hill  which  claims  our  attention,  and 
which  if  occupied  would  open  to  pleasure-seekers  one  of  the 
most  gratifying  and  satisfying  resorts  to  be  found  in  New  fin- 
gland.  It  is  Plover  hill  on  Jeffries '  Neck,  contiguous  to  Little 
Neck.  This  latter  hill  has  already  more  than  a  score  of  cot- 
tages fringing  its  margin,  and  the  proprietors  are  about  to 
erect  an  attractive,  permanent  residence  upon  its  top.    Its 
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reputation  is  already  extended — Little  Neck  clams  are  known 
to  connoiseurs  in  every  cafe'  in  the  country.  Plover  hill  is 
forty-two  feet  higher  than  Little  Neck.  It  stands  across  the 
river  from  Castle  hill,  a  single  rifle  shot ;  Green  creek  or  river 
washes  its  northern  foot,  Plum  Island  sound  or  river  its  east- 
ern, Ipswich  river  the  southern  and  upon  the  west  across  a 
narrow  strip  of  marsh  is  the  town  proper.  It  embraces  the 
most  attractive  views  of  all  the  other  hills,  among  which  are 
the  White  hills  of  New  Hampshire;  far,  lonely  Agamenticus  ; 
the  broad  highway  of  the  eastern  and  ocean  steamers ;  the 
white  sails  of  commerce;  the  Isles  of  Shoals  ;  the  white-caps 
of  Ipswich  bay ;  the  headland  and  silvery  beach  and  rolling 
surf  of  Cape  Ann  ;  the  villages  of  Lanesville,  Bay  View  and 
Annisquam,  and  the  summer  houses  of  Colonel  French  and 
General  Butler,  depicting  a  panorama  of  exquisite  beauty  and 
rare  interest.  Plover  hill  is  the  land  of  birds  and  the  center 
of  the  sportsman's  paradise.  The  low  sandy  flats  of  river 
and  creek,  as  the  traveler  passes,  sweat  at  every  pore  with 
their  burden  of  the  delicious  bivalves ;  eels  are  speared  in 
their  dark  caverns  ;  the  old  staple  codfish,  the  delicious  blue- 
fish,  the  money-making  herring,  the  cerulean  mackerel,  and 
brain-food  in  abundance,  are  taken  with  hook  and  net.  The 
wide  and  level  stretch  of  sand  flats  afford  excellent  bathing, 
and  at  low  tide  pensive  walks  and  lovers'  talks  and  juvenile 
play,  and  Ipswich  river  and  Plum  Island  sound,  protected 
from  east  winds  or  ocean  waves  by  Plum  island,  are  oppor- 
tune for  boating  with  oar  or  sail.  To  utilize  all  this  magnifi- 
cence of  view  and  excellent  opportunity  for  pleasure  and  re- 
cuperation there  is  only  need  to  crown  the  hill  with  a  spa- 
cious hotel.  The  access  to  this  charming  spot  is  easy.  Two 
steamers,  two  trips  per  day  during  the  summer  season,  pass 
on  either  side — the  Escort  of  Rowley,  a  dapper  little  craft, 
Johnson  captain,  and  the  Carlotta  of  Ipswich,  a  staunch  and 
commodious  steamer,  Burnham  captain.  Beside,  there  is 
already  a  carriage  road;  and  with  comparatively  little  expen- 
diture, over  a  very  level  route,  through  East  and  Newmarch 
streets,  and  over  a  plank  road  across  the  narrow  marsh  and 
a  small  creek,  horsecars  might  run,  bringing  the  hill  within  a 
thirty  minutes'  ride  of  the  depot,  post  office  and  stores. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  pretended  owners  of  Jeffries'  Neck 
have  this  in  view  ;  there  is  no  doubt  of  its  feasibility  ;  it  is  a 
golden  opportunity  for  enterprise. 
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IPSWICH    A    PLACE    OF    BUSINESS,    AND    WHY. 


NO  WING  the  value  and  power  of  whole- 
some influence,  it  is  easy  to  predict  the 
conservation  of  the  development  of  sum- 
mer residence  and  summer  resort  upon 
the  business  interests  of  the  town.  So- 
journers will  introduce  new  habits  of 
thought  and  new  methods  of  action,  and 
engender  new  enterprises  and  enliven  old 
ones.  A  wholesome,  earnest  interchange 
of  thought  is  always  to  be  encouraged. 
Hardly  any  town  in  the  county  has  more  need  of  a  greater 
variety  of  business,  and  no  town  has  better  facilities  for  busi- 
ness. Homes  for  mechanics,  or  building  lots,  are  numerous 
and  easily  obtained ;  our  railroad  facilities  are  superior  to 
most  places  and  ample  for  this  ;  the  town  is  healthful  and  the 
expense  of  living  is  comparatively  low ;  our  schools  embrace 
a  practical  course  of  study  and  are  well  managed  ;  the  relig- 
ious services  include  the  Congregational,  the  Methodist,  the 
Episcopal  and  the  Catholic,  and  the  tone  of  society  and  pub- 
lic sentiment  is  excellent.  These  things  conspire  to  make  Ips- 
wich a  desirable  place  for  homes  and  business,  and  to  make 
her  various  kinds  of  business  permanent,  progressive  and  safe. 
The  leading  industry  here  is  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
and  woolen  hosiery  and  fast  black  jerseys,  by  the  Ipswich 
mills,  a  stock  company  incorporated  in  1878.  Amory  A. 
Lawrence  of  Boston  is  president;  A.B.Sillsbee  of  Boston, treas- 
urer, and  E.  H.  Martin  is  the  agent  at  the  mills.  The  selling 
agents  are  Case,  Leland  &  Co.,  New  York  and  Boston.  The 
capital  invested  is  $400,000 ;  the  annual  product  is  700,000 
dozen  ;  the  amount  paid  for  labor  is  $250,000  per  year,  and 
the  employes  number  610. 

That  is  an  interesting  paragraph  to  the  citizens  of  this 
town.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  distributed 
annually  to  610  persons  is  $400  to  each.  That  salary  is  not 
an  ambitious  one,  but  it  will  meet  the  moderate  expenses  of 
a  family  of  five.  But  in  many  cases,  perhaps  most  cases,  two 
or  more  of  the  610  persons  are  included  in  a  family  of  five, 
and  then  the  family's  salary  is  augmented,  and  a  liberal  por- 
tion can  be  set  apart  for  a  time  of  greater  need.     But,  further, 
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this  amount  gives  a  monthly  payment  of  $20,000,  which,  di- 
vided by  the  number  of  houses  in  town,  leaves  a  monthly  av- 
erage of  more  than  twenty-five  dollars.  Twenty-five  dollars 
a  month  for  each  and  every  house  in  this  town  is  something 
to  enlist  the  considerate  office  of  every  land-holder  and  house- 
holder in  behalf  of  this  large  and  growing  industry. 

The  mills  are  in  good  hands ;  the  quality  of  the  manu- 
facture is  not  surpassed.  Their  secret  of  dyeing  has  given  the 
Ipswich  hosiery  an  enviable  reputation  everywhere.  This  is 
largely  due  to  the  agent,  whose  energy  and  ability  are  felt 
in  every  department,  and  who  takes  a  just  pride  in  the  excel- 
lence of  his  fabrics  and  in  the  efficiency  and  productiveness  of 
his  mills.  It  is  alike  fortunate  for  the  company  and  this  peo- 
ple that  this  large  business  interest  has  been  made  so  remun- 
erative to  both. 

This  cursory  deduction  opens  to  our  further  consideration 
the  utility— the  need  of  other  enterprising  and  lucrative  indus- 
tries. For  if  one  gives  us  twenty-five  dollars,  two  should 
rive  us  more  than  that.  The  town  in  1667  chose  a  commit- 
tee  to  devise  some  method  to  promote  trade.  This  in  modern 
phrase  is  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  trade.  A  new  town  in 
the  West  hardly  gets  a  name  before  it  organizes  a  board  of 
trade.  If  they  are  good  for  new  towns,  why  not  for  old  ?  It 
is  not  the  youth  or  the  size  of  the  town  particularly,  but  the 
need  that  demands  action.  Old  Newburyport  has  just  organ- 
ized a  board  of  trade,  and  doubtless  will  receive  much  good 
from  its  judicious  and  earnest  action.  Old  Ipswich  should  do 
the  same ;  without  seed-time  there  is  no  harvest,  and  as  we 
sow  so  shall  we  reap.  In  a  wise  concert  of  action  there  is 
good  fruit. 

Another  leading  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  isinglass, 
a  fine  quality  of  gelatine,  a  product  chiefly  used  in  the  rectifi- 
cation of  beer  and  sometimes  as  a  food.  The  inferior  grades 
of  gelatine  are  used  in  preparing  glue.  Norwood  &  Manning 
began  the  business  about  1857  and  continued  in  company 
about  five  years.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Manning  from 
the  firm  Caleb  J.  Norwood  was  received  in  partnership,  and 
the  firm  name  became  C.  Norwood  &  Son.  The  father  died, 
but  the  firm  name  was  retained  out  of  respect  for  the  father. 
The  son  came  from  the  business  of  selling  and  packing  fish  at 
New  Harbor,  Bristol,  Me.,  to  Hamilton  in  1860.  The  busi- 
ness has  grown  under  his  skillful  management,  and  the  fac- 
tory has  been  enlarged.  The  business  can  be  pursued  only  in 
cold  weather,  or  generally  between  November  and  April.  It 
employs  about  thirty -five  men,  and  the  manufacture  is  about 
100,000  pounds  yearly.  This  business  is  located  on  the  Ips- 
wich side  of  the  river.     On  the  other  side  he  is  proprietor  of  a 
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grist,  a  saw  and  a  cider  mill.  The  former  is  a  toll  mill ;  it  is 
equipped  with  burr-stones  and  turbine  wheel,  and  converts 
between  six  and  seven  thousand  bushels  of  corn  yearly.  His 
mills  are  all  for  the  district  accommodation.  The  equipments 
are  first  class  in  every  respe6t.  Last  year  the  cider  mill  con- 
sumed more  than  10,000  bushels  of  apples  and  produced 
nearly  2000  barrels  of  cider. 

Last  fall  Mr.  Norwood  was 
elected  to  represent  this  ninth 
Essex  districl:  in  the  Legisla- 
ture .  By  his  gentlem  anly  bear- 
ing, his  good  judgment  and 
his  attention  to  the  interests 
of  his  constituency,  he  won 
the  kind  approval  of  all.  We 
believe  the  public  will  be 
pleased  to  see  his  likeness  pre- 
served in  this  manner. 

The  Appleton  farms  are  an 
illustration  of  what  may  be 
done  in  Ipswich  in  the  busi- 
ness of  stock-raising.  These 
farms  were  originally  granted 
to  Samuel  Appleton,  the  emi- 
grant who  came  to  this  coun- 
try in  1635,  and  received  the 
grant  soon  after.  It  con- 
tained 600  acres,  was  bound- 
ed by  Mile  brook  and  Ipswich 
river  and  stretched  away 
into  Wenham  and  Hamilton. 
Four  hundred  acres  of  that  grant  has  continued  in  the  Ap- 
pleton name  till  this  day  and  constitutes  the  present  Appleton 
farms.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  history  of  the  Appleton 
name  in  this  country  is  connected  with  a  considerable  part 
of  the  country's  history — martial,  civic,  legal,  professional. 
They  have  always  been  men  of  ample  means,  and  many  of 
them  wealthy. 

D.  Fuller  Appleton,  the  proprietor  of  the  Appleton  farms, 
was  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  establishing  the  Waltham 
Watch  Company.  He  invested  largely  in  the  enterprise; 
was,  we  believe,  some  time  president  of  the  company ;  was 
for  many  years,  and  probably  is  now,  a  director,  and  is  of  the 
firm  Robbins  &  Appleton,  New  York  city,  who  are  the  com- 
pany's selling  agents.  The  "Appleton"  movement  is  one  of 
their  best. 

Mr.  Appleton  began  to  improve  his  farm  and  stock  about 
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twenty-five  years  ago,  by  high  cultivation,  reclaiming  and 
draining  low  meadows  and  feeding  a  large  stock  of  cattle. 
He  removed  many  old  stone  walls,  in  many  instances  replac- 
ing them  with  handsome  face  walls,  and  has  done  a  great 
deal  of  grubbing  of  bushes  and  roots  from  the  grounds  where 
the  old  walls  stood.  There  is  one  pasture  of  nearly  one  hun- 
dred acres  within  a  single  enclosure  that  has  never  been  used 
for  any  other  purpose,  that  thirty  years  ago  was  nearly  cov- 
ered with  bushes  and  swamp,  and  a  larger  part  of  which  w£  s 
almost  inaccessible  to  the  feet  of  cattle  or  man.  Nearly  the 
whole  of  this  tracl:  has  been  improved  by  underdraining, 
clearing  and  grubbing,  and  by  making  drives  all  around  it, 
so  triat  it  looks  now  more  like  a  pleasure  park  than  a  cow 
pasture.  Many  trees  have  been  planted  and  the  approach  to 
the  mansion  house  is  lined  by  elms  which  were  planted  about 
tvventy-five  years  ago.  The  whole  aspecl:  of  the  place,  with 
respect  to  the  shade,  has  been  much  changed  and  improved. 
There  are  now  three  large  barns  upon  the  place,  in  which  are 
housed  ninety  head  of  valuable  Jersey  cattle  of  all  ages,  the 
breeding  of  which  is  a  specialty  with  Mr.  Appleton.  The 
crops  of  the  farm  are  chiefly  fed  to  the  stock.  There  are  two 
large  silos  on  the  place,  which  have  been  used  for  storing 
green  fodder  corn  for  seven  years  with  great  success.  The 
Jersey  cattle  are  bred  with  great  care  and  have  acquired  a 
high  reputation  among  those  who  fancy  this  beautiful  breed, 
and  every  year  there  are  sold  from  the  place  at  high  prices 
many  valuable  animals. 

Another  industry  that  is  of  good  service  to  the  town  and 
of  easy  profit  to  the  farmers  is  the  Creamery.  It  is  located 
on  the  Topsfield  road,  about  fifteen  minutes'  walk  from  the 
railroad  depot.  The  business  was  started  18  January  1886 
with  six  patrons.  The  organization  of  the  company  ante- 
dates that  by  the  length  of  time  the  plant  was  preparing. 
The  capital  stock  was  at  first  $3500,  but  was  soon  after  in- 
creased to  $4000.  The  make  at  first  was  about  forty  pounds 
per  day.  The  capacity  of  the  factory  now  is  750  gallons  of 
cream  daily.  There  is  one  gaiherer  and  forty-six  patrons,  or 
farmers  who  furnish  cream.  The  company  use  the  "Cooley 
creamers,"  and  at  the  factory  the  most  approved  machinery. 
The  bare  hands  never  touch  the  milk  or  cream  or  butter; 
there  can  be  no  dust  in  the  room,  every  appliance  has  its 
proper  use  and  everything  about  the  factory  conserves  abso- 
lute cleanliness  and  assures  excellence  of  quality.  The  farmers 
average  three  cents  a  quart  for  their  milk,  and  have  it,  too,  in 
the  shape  of  skim-milk,  which  is  worth  full  another  cent,  thus 
realizing  better  than  selling  to  milkmen  or  "middlemen." 
Besides  this  they  receive  four  per  cent,  on   their   investment. 
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The  early  progress  of  the  company  was  largely  due  to  the  en- 
terprise and  energy  of  the  first  president,  James  F.  Gwinn, 
Esq.,  of  Hamilton.  The  company  is  making  excellent  prog- 
ress under  the  present  management. 

The  following  detailed  statement  of  the  work  will  be  of 
interest.  Column  1  gives  the  cost  to  manufacture  a  pound 
of  butter ;  2  gives  the  number  of  spaces  of  cream  received ;  3, 
pounds  of  butter  made ;  4,  spaces  required  to  make  a  pound  ;

The  publishing  and  printing  business  of  I.  J.  Potter,  a  cit- 
izen of  Ipswich,  next  claims  our  attention.  The  magnitude 
of  the  business  deserves  more  than  a  passing  notice.  He, 
with  his  brother  of  Lynn,  publish  a  literary  paper  in  Boston, 
a  daily  and  a  weekly  in  Lynn,  and  a  daily  and  a  weekly  in 
Amesbury,  placing  before  the  reading  public  every  seven  days 
more  than  100,000  copies. 

The  pasteboard  and  fancy  box  factory  and  steam  laun- 
dry of  J.  W.  Bond,  opposite  the  lower  mill,  deserves  a  more 
extended  notice.  He  employs  some  eight  or  ten  hands  in  the 
laundry  and  should  have  the  encouragement  and  patronage 
of  every  citizen . 

James  S.  Glover,  Jr.,  represents  an  important  branch  of 
business  in  the  interest  of  the  town.  Associated  with  his 
father  and  brother  during  the  war,  from  forty  to  fifty  hands 
were  employed ;  now  about  a  quarter  that  number.  The 
product  of  the  factory  is  knit  goods— hoods,  shawls,  etc.,  in 
variety.  It  is  hoped  he  will  soon  enlarge  his  premises  and 
business,  where  his  experience  and  skill  will  better  subserve 
himself  and  the  public. 

The  business  represented  by  Joseph  Ross,  Esq.,  is  Ipswich 
enterprise.     He  has  employed  a  large  number  of  our  citizens, 
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Office  and  Yard: 
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utilizes  a  large  capital  and  business  experience  and  ability, 
and  his  extensive  works  have  given  the  town  favorable  no- 
tice and  added  much  to  its  real  value.  His  patent  draw- 
bridge has  proved  a  success  ;  it  is  extensively  used.  His  con- 
tracts have  been  largely  for  railroads,  and  in  all  cases  his 
work  has  excelled. 

Speaking  of  bridges  reminds  us  to  note  the  bridges  in 
town.  There  are  six  over  the  river.  The  Lamson  bridge, 
near  Gravelly  brook  was  built  by  John  Lamson  and  others, 
at  their  own  expense,  in  1730.  The  Manning  bridge  at  Wil- 
lowdale  was  built  by  Thomas  Manning,  in  1824"',  to  accom- 
modate his  mill.  A  bridge  at  Norwood's  mills  was  built  in 
1665,  the  present  stone  arch  bridge  in  1832  at  a  cost  of 
$2500.  The  remarkable  Choate  bridge,  stone  arch,  was 
built  bv  Ipswich  and  Essex  County  in  equal  shares,  1764,  at 
a  cost  of  £996  10s.  6d.  3f.  It  is  said  to  be  the  first  of  the 
kind  in  the  country.  Hon.  John  Choate,  Aaron  Potter,  Esq., 
and  Joseph  Appleton,  Esq.,  were  the  building  committee. 
The  bridge  was  called  "Choate's"  in  compliment  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee.  The  County  street  bridge,  stone  arch, 
was  built  in  1861  by  the  town  at  a  cost  of  $7896.75.  Thomas 
J.  Roberts,  an  Ipswich  citizen,  who  was  master  builder  on 
the  Boston  City  Hall,  Thatcher's  Island  lighthouse,  etc.,  was 
the  superintendent.  The  stone  used  in  its  construction  cost 
$1837.99.  Three  persons  received  $270.61  for  ironwork. 
The  Green  street  bridge,  with  plank  driveway,  was  built  in 
1882  by  Joseph  Ross,  Esq.,  contractor,  f3r  $4500,  the  town's 
appropriation.  The  filling  in  and  grading  were  done  by  the 
town. 

Brick-making  in  this  town  is  a  considerable  industry. 
Brown  Brothers  have  a  large  capital  invested.  They  are 
lumbermen,  and  are  doing  a  large  business  in  that  line  also. 
The  latter  is  auxiliary  to  the  former.  They  are  now  felling 
and  converting  three  hundred  acres  of  fine  growth  into  wood 
and  lumber,  in  Danbury,  N.  H.  The  building  stuffs  find  a 
ready  sale  in  the  cities  and  towns  there,  and  the  wood  is 
carred  to  Ipswich  and  Manchester-by-the-Sea  to  supply  their 
brick  kilns  in  those  places.  They  have  recently  bought  twen- 
tv-one  acres  of  fine  brick  clay,  twenty-five  feet  deep,  a  short 
distance  beyond  and  opposite  their  present  yard  on  High 
street.  They  have  built  some  of  the  handsomest  structures 
in  the  county.    They  employ  about  fifty  men,  besides  horses, 

*  A  record  dated  21  February  1824  roads  that  Thomas  Manning  may  erect  and  main- 
tain a  dam  three  miles  above  stone  bridge,  at  the  fording  place  between  Ipswich  and  Ham- 
ilton, tor  "grist  or  other  mills,  factory  or  factories,  or  any  other  valuable  purpose  for  which 
the  same  is  suitable,"  said  Manning  to  make  any  bridge  or  road  for  the  accommodation  of 
his  mill. 

The  mill  property  there  was  destroyed  by  fire  11   February  1S8+. 
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engines    and    the    most    approved    machinery.      They   burn 
2,000,000  bricks  yearly. 

George  B.  Brown  is  largely  engaged  in  the  milling  busi- 
ness. He  began  in  the  fall  of  1881.  A  single  team  then  suf- 
ficed for  his  trade ;  now  he  employs  six  men  and  two  two- 
horse  teams  beside  a  delivery  wagon  in  town  every  day  in 
the  week.  The  territory  covered  by  these  teams  has  a  radius 
of  ten  miles  from  the  mill.  He  carries  a  full  stock  of  hay, 
flour,  meal,  feed,  shorts,  grains,  cotton-seed  and  linseed  meal, 
poultry  food  and  fertilizer — all  which  require  a  three-story 
block  with  basement.  In  the  basement  is  stored  the  baser 
stuffs  ;  the  mill,  sacked  stuffs  and  flour  occupy  the  first  floor, 
and  grain  bins  the  second  and  third.  Cars  run  to  the  mill 
upon  a  side  track.  An  elevator  was  built  about  three  years 
ago,  to  which  the  scales  were  removed,  and  cars  are  unloaded 
and  their  contents  transferred  to  desired  bins  much  more  ex- 
peditiously than  before.  Five  runs  of  stones  were  in  use  till 
about  two  years  ago,  when  a  roller  mill,  the  first  in  this  sec- 
tion, superseded  one  run  of  stones.  An  ingenious  patent  de- 
vice is  connected  with  the  roller  mill,  by  which  all  foreign 
iron  substances  are  removed  from  the  grain  before  it  enters 
the  mill,  thus  saving  much  wear  of  machinery  and  rendering 
the  food  stuffs  cleaner  and  better. 

The  manufacture  of  shoes  is  a  very  important  industry  to 
this  town.  J.  A.  Johnson  began  in  1859.  He  makes  ladies1  fine 
serge  and  beaver  machine  goods,  and  employs  60  men  and  20 
women .  Farley  &  Daniels  succeeded  Perkins  &  Daniels  in  1884. 
They  make  a  fine  line  of  hand-welted  goods,  and  also  machine- 
sewed  goods.  Both  firms  employ  more  than  a  hundred 
hands,  eighty  per  cent,  of  whom  are  men,  men  of  families, 
property -holders,  tax-payers — the  earnest,  active,  intelligent 
yeomanry  of  the  town,  who  interest  themselves  in  its  social, 
moral  and  religious  progress,  who  not  only  feel  themselves  a 
part  of,  but  in  some  degree  at  least  responsible  for  the  health- 
ful solidity  of  the  body  politic. 

The  space  allotted  to  this  topic  is  full,  and  we  must  forego 
to  speak  of  other  kinds  of  business  equally  deserving.  The 
town,  however,  is  not  full;  there  is  room  for  the  multiplica- 
tion of  industries.  We  are  excellently  situated  for  other  car- 
riage and  shoe  shops,  for  watch  factories,  button  shops,  pa- 
per mills,  foundries,  car  shops,  machine  shops,  and  any  of  the 
numerous  other  manufactories  that  might  be  named.  For 
these  extra  facilities  for  business  enterprise,  for  these  beauti- 
ful sites  for  healthful  homes,  for  these  natural  attractions 
and  the  blessings  of  our  well-ordered  community  we  ask  only 
the  hearty  co-operation  with  us  which  such  business  enter- 
prise must  bring  with  it.     Parties  contemplating  the  estab-

CHAPTER    V. 


CHURCHES    AND    THEIR    AUXILIARIES. 

OUBTLESS  the  establishment  and 
welfare  of  the  church  was  the  object 
and  end  of  the  primative  government, 
and  the  ecclesiastical  and  the  civil 
governments  began  simultaneously. 

THE  FIRST  CONGREGATIONAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Church.— In  this  church  there 
were  two  days  for  religious  service — 
the  Sabbath  and  Lecture-day.  The 
former  was  most  rigidly  observed. 
The  latter  came  on  Thursdays  at  11 
o'clock  and  consumed  a  half-day. 
The  first  church  edifice,  wrote  a  contemporary,  "was  beauti- 
fully built. ' '  The  style  of  architecture  probably  resembled  the 
first  church  edifice  in  Salem,  ]which  was  built  in  1634,  proba- 
bly the  same  year  the  Ips- 
wich church  was  erected. 
The  engraving  here  shown 
gives  a  correct  view  of  the 
Salem  church.  The  rever- 
end pastors  have  been 
Thomas  Parker,  1634-5 
Thomas  Bracey,  1634-5 
Nathaniel  Ward,  1634-45 ;

That  church 
then  had  304  members  and  the  edifice  was  crowded  and  un- 
fit for  its  purpose.  The  South  Church  was  embodied  22  July 
1747  with  twenty-one  or  twenty-two  members  from  the 
First  Church.  August  7  of  the  same  year  they  called  Mr. 
John  Walley  of  Boston,  who  was  ordained  and  installed  4 
'November.  He  labored  more  than  sixteen  years,  1747-64;

The  Church. — This  church  was  organized  15  November 
1749,  with  twelve  or  thirteen  male  members.  The  parish  was 
incorporated  4  June  1746.  Because  it  was  bounded  principally 
bv  Ipswich  river,  Gravelly,  Bull,  Batchelder's,  Strait  and 
Howlett's  brooks,  it  was  called,  27  January  1746-7,  Line- 
brook.  The  present  church  edifice  was  dedicated  22  Novem- 
ber 184S.  It  cost  $2197.55  and  was  built  by  stockholders, 
being  held  in  eighty  shares  at   $25   each   share.     The  stock- 
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holders  were  incorporated  tinder  General  Statute  law.  They 
realized  from  the  sale  of  the  pews  $2411.  The  citizens,  prin- 
cipally the  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society,  have  kept  the  house  in 
repair,  for  its  use,  according  to  an  agreement  with  the  pro- 
prietors. Rev.  George  Lesslie  was  the  first  pastor,  1749-75; 
Rev.  Gilbert  T.  Williams,  1788-1813;  Rev.  Ezekiel  Dow, 
1860-66 ;  Rev.  Alvah  M.  Richardson,  1866-71 ;  Rev.  Benja- 
min Howe,  1871-83 ;  Rev.  Edward  H.  Briggs,  1883-7 ;  Rev. 
William  P.  Olcott,  1887-  .  During  the  interpastorates  the 
following  reverend  gentlemen  conducted  the  services  for  longer 
or  shorter  periods :  Joseph  Emerson,  David  Tullar,  Moses 
Welch,  Joseph  W.  Shepherd,  Samuel  Harris,  Moses  Dow, 
Francis  Welch,  Jacob  Coggin,  Eliphalet  Birchard,  Willard 
Holbrook,  Dr.  Joseph  W.  Healy,  Henry  J.  Richardson,  and 
others.  There  were  David  Tullar,  Willard  Holbrook,  David 
T.  Kimball,  Dr.  Joseph  Dana,  names  to  be  respected  every- 
where, but  at  Linebrook  to  be  revered  for  their  labors,  advice 
and  prayers.

The  picture  on  the  next  page  is  a  view  of  the  house  in 
which  Rev.  Benjamin  Howe  of  this  parish  was  born.  The 
picture  and  the  well  near  Mrs.  Eliza  H.  Perley 's  barn  will  fix 
the  site  very  nearly.  The  house  was  built  probably  not  far 
this  side  of  the  year  1700.  It  was  taken  down  and  the  barn 
removed  there  about  1853.     It  stood  within  a  score  of  rods 
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of  the  home  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Howe,  the  woman  who 
was  condemned  as  a  witch  and  who  was  hanged  19  July 
1692,  though  Rev.  Samuel  Phillips  and  Rev.  Edward  Pay- 
son  and  nine  others  testified  in  court  to  her  exemplary 
Christian  character.  In  this  house  also  was  born  the 
Rev.  Nathaniel  Howe  (1764-1837),  the  celebrated  preacher

of  Hopkinton,  whose  "Century  sermon"  was  noticed  by  the 
North  American  Review,  passed  through  several  editions  and 
was  translated  into  foreign  languages. 

THE    METHODIST    EPISCOPAL    SOCIETY. 

The  Church. — This  denomination  was  at  first  called  Sep- 
arates. President  Stiles  pf  Yale  said:  "That  they  ma^jbe 
traced  to  Mr.  George  Whitefield.  Previous  to  his  arrival  in 
America  the  Congregational  churches  of  New  England  had 
experienced  little  innovation,  their  former  zeal  had  subsided 
and  a  calm,  perhaps  lethargic  state  ensued,  and  the  pulpit 
utterances, though  evangelical,  were  not  impassioned."  Such 
was  the  state  of  New  England  when,  in  1740,  Mr.  Whitefield, 
young,  zealous,  eloquent  and  daring,  appeared.  He  preached 
the  same  old  doctrine,  but  in  a  manner  new  and  surprising, 
and  "every  dormant  passion  was  excited,. "  A  great  revival 
of  religion  followed  in  the  year  1741.  This  denomination  be- 
gan to  ordain  their  ministers  in  1746.  Whitefield  was  a  fol- 
lower of  Calvin,  and  held  the  field  till  1769,  when  Rev.  John 
Wesley  sent  two  Methodist  preachers  to  this  country.  Wes- 
ley was  a  follower  of  Arminius,  whose  belief  has  caused  many 
an  advanced  student  to  wrestle  with  "Edwards  on  the  Will" 
as  Jacob  wrestled  with  the  angel,  and,  if  he  was  earnest,  with 
about  the  same  result — not  conquering,  but  blessed.  In  1793 
there  were  more  than  60,000  Wesleyan  Methodists  in  the 
United  Slates.  The  first  Methodist  church  edifice  erected  in 
Boston   was   opened   by   a   Methodist   missionary   in    1796. 
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George  Whitefield  preached  in  this  town   during  several  so- 
journs here  and  is  said  to  have  passed  the  Sawyer  mansion 
on  the  day  that  George  Whitefield  Sawyer  was  born,   hence 
young  Sawyer's  name.     But  Whitefield  aside,  the  first  preach- 
ing of  Methodism  in  this  town  was  by  Rev.  Jesse  Lee,   who 
was  sent  by  the  venerable  Bishop  Francis  Asbury,in  the  year 
1790.     He  preached  here  some  time,  yet  nothing  likeaperma- 
nent  supply  began  till  1821,  when   Rev.   Aaron   Wait  came. 
A  boy  of  that  time  says  of  him  :  He  wore  a  snuff-colored  suit; 
he  worked  at  shoemaking  and  cut  hair ;   he  would   ask   the 
boys  if  they  would  have  it  cut  Orthodox  or  Methodist  style. 
A  part  of  the  time   he  preached   here    his    family  were   at 
Gloucester.     He  boarded  on  High,   quite   opposite   Manning 
street.     The  church  was  organized  in  1322.     The  first  class- 
meeting  here  was  held   at  the  residence   of  Aaron   Wallace, 
afterwards  of  Amos  Jones,  on  South  Main  street;    the  first 
love-feast  was  with  Captain  William  Gould   in  the  Robbins 
house  on  High  street ;   the  first  meeting-house  was  begun  in 
September,  1824,  and  dedicated  the  Christmas  following.     It 
was  fifty  by  forty  feet  and  cost,  including  the  land,  less  than 
$  2000.     It  stood  where  Mr.  Robert  Jordan's  residence  stands. 
The  reverend  ministers  and  the  duration  of  their  pastorates 
are  as  follows :   Aaron  Wait,  1821-  ,   Aaron  Josselvn   -1826, 
Nathan  Paine,  1826;  John  T.  Burrell,  1828  and  1833;  John  J.

THE    EPISCOPAL    SOCIETY.

CHAPTER    VI. 


SCHOOLS    AND    TEACHERS, 


EARNING  was  considered  by  our  early 
ancestors  a  desideratum  in  society 
and  business  prosperity.  Accordingly 
every  family  was  a  rudimental  school, 
and  as  soon  as  circumstances  would 
warrant  it  (January,  1651,}  a  gram- 
mar school  was  established  and  en- 
dowed, which  has  since  been  known  as 
the  Feoffees'  Grammar  School.  The  pres- 
ent value  of  the  property  is  $11,540.64;  the  income  last  year 
was  $900.38.  The  feoffees  are  Charles  A.  Sayward,  Thomas 
H.  Lord,  Joseph  F.  Ross,  Theodore  F.  Cogswell  and  *the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

THE    MANNING    SCHOOL 

was  named  for  its  founder,  Dr.  Thomas  Manning,  who  by  his 
will  amply  provided  for  an  eminently  practical  high  school. 
Unfortunately,  however,  the  desire  of  his  heart  was  not  real- 
ized; his  large  es- 
tate furnished  only 
$10,000,  which 
came  as  a  gener- 
ous gift  from  the 
doctor's  son.  A 
timely  benefaction 
of  $4000  was  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  Jo- 
seph Green  Cogs- 
well of  New  York 
and  C  ambrid  ge , 
and  another  of 
$15,000  from  Mr. 
Richard  H.  Man- 
ning of  New  York 
— all  Ipswich  men 
by  birth.  The 
school-house  was 
erected     in     1874. 

The  architectural  design  was  by  Edward  R.  Smith,  the  inte- 
rior design  by  George  W.  Archer,  the  trustee  supervision  of 
the  work  by  Joseph  Ross  and  Dr.  Y.  G.  Hurd,  and  the  design

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and  an  endowment  fund  of  $10,000,  making  a  grand  total  of 
about  $40,000.  This  gift  was  supplemented  by  Professor 
Daniel  Treadwell  of  Harvard  College,  who  gave  his  private 
library,  some,  valuable  paintings  and  a  fund  of  $20,000. 
These  friendly  gifts  have  made  the  lives  of  these  gentlemen  a 
perpetual  blessing.  The  trustees  are  :  Hon.  George  Haskell, 
Zenas  Gushing,  Joseph  Ross  and,  ex-officio,  the  principal  of 
the  Manning  High  School  and  the  pastor  of  the  First  Congre- 
gational Church.  The  present  very  efficient  librarian,  Miss 
Lydia  Caldwell,  has  continued  since  the  foundation.  The 
library  contams  more  than  10,000  volumes,  which  have  been 
selected  with  great  care,  especially  the  works  of  fiction, 
which  are  scrupulously  standard,  and  constitute  three-fourths 
of  the  books  loaned. 

A  name  worthy  to  be  enrolled  with  the  famous  teacher, 
Ezekiel  Cheever  of  Ipswich  and  Boston,  is  Issachar  Eefavour 
of  Beverly,  who  taught  the  Feoffee  Grammar  and  High 
School  here  from  April,  1856,  continuously  to  July,  1874,  >a 
period  of  eighteen  years  and  one  term.

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CHAPTER    VII. 


THE    FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

N  EARLY  record  of  this  department, 
by  the  fire-wards  or  either  of  the  com- 
panies, we  have  not  been  able  to  find. 
The  voluminous  town  records  contain, 
here  and  there,  many  relative  facfts  of 
value.  The  earliest  record  of  the  fire- 
wards  or  the  engineers  is  16  May  1863. 
It  consists  of  only  one  paragraph, 
which  says  that  the  board  of  the  engi- 
neers shall  meet  at  the  Town  House 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and 
that  the  chief  shall  preside— a  record  that  probably  marks 
the  end  of  the  fire-wards  and  the  beginning  of  the  fire  engi- 
neers. The  next  record,  after  a  lapse  of  six  years,  is  continu- 
ous, from  10  May  1869.  The  earliest  record  of  Engine  Com- 
pany No.  1  (the  Union  engine)  is  20  April  1835,  and  the  earli- 
est of  Engine  Company  No.  3  (the  Go-ahead  engine)  is  17 
January  1822.  In  1837  the  town  paid  $719  for  "engine- 
houses,  &c."  One  of  the  houses  referred  to  is  now  located  on 
Locust  street  near  High,  and  has  the  number  1837  over  the 
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Successor  to  W.  I.  Johnson,  has  always

door.  It  stood  first  where  Joseph  F.  Ross'  residence  is,  then 
where,  or  near  where,  the  Barnicoat  engine  house  is.  The 
other  house  is  diagonally  back  of  and  below  the  present  War- 
ren engine  house  on  Warren  street.  Russell  &  Nourse  built 
both  houses,  on  contract,  for  $474  and  extras  $26,  making  a 
total  of"  $500,  and  received  their  pay  October,  1837.  The 
town  paid  John  Jewett,  13  November  1837,  ground  rent  for 
engine  house,  seven  months,  $3.50;  and  the  'Tnd.  Congl. 
Meeting-house"  $8  for  ground  rent  for  engine  house  from  26 
May  1837  to  26  May  1838. 

One  of  the  earlier  houses,  presumably  the  one  built  about 
1803,  is  now  a  shed  at  the  Bamford  place  on  County  street ; 
the  other  is  a  carriage  house  on  the  Lavalette  estate  in  the 
Linebrook  district. 

In  1872  the  department  had  its  first  annual  parade,  with 
a  procession,  a  dinner  and  in  the  evening  a  grand  ball.  In 
1876  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Ipswich  Mills  present- 
ed the  department  with  $150,  in  token  of  their  appreciation 
of  the  firemen's  service  in  extinguishing  a  fire  in  their  store- 
house No.  3.  In  1879  the  reservoir  on  High  street  near  Min- 
eral was  rebuilt.  Nathaniel  H.  Lord  barely  escaped  instant 
death  by  the  caving  in  of  the  sides  at  the  depth  of  fourteen 
feet.  In  June,  1881,  culminated  a  long-continued  unpleasant- 
ness between  the  Mechanic  Hose  Company  (appointed  25 
June  1879)  and  the  firemen.  The  Mechanics  asked  and  re- 
ceived an  honorable  discharge.  In  1882  intoxicating  liquors 
were  banished  from  the  department.  In  1883  the  reservoir 
near  L.  E.  Willcomb's  was  built.  In  1884  Edward  W.  Choate 
contracted,  for  $1250,  to  build  the  Warren  engine  house*,  on 
land  bought  of  Ann  Mitchell;  in  1886  he  contracted,  for 
$1025,  to  build  the  Barnicoat  engine  house  on  land  bought 
of  Walter  Tarlton.  In  1888  the  reservoir  in  front  of  the 
North  School  house  was  built. 

ENGINE    COMPANY    NO.    1. 

In  1803  the  town,  by  individual  subscription,  purchased 
a  fire-engine,  and  the  First  and  South  parishes  provided  a 
house  for  it. 

Between  1826  and  1836  the  town  of  Ipswich  purchased  a 
fire-engine  of  Ebenezer  Tappan  of  Manchester,  and  gave  him 
in  part  payment  an  old  engine,  which  Mr.  Tappan  rebuilt 
(his  last  work  upon  engines)  and  which  did  good  service  at 
the  conflagration  that  nearly  destroyed  that  town  in  1836.

The  selectmen  were  instrucTied^,  13  March  1821,  to  pur- 
chase a  fire  engine,  and  17  January  1822  the  Ipswich  Fire 
Engine  Company  No.  2  was  organized.  They  adopted  the 
last  rules  of  company  No.  1.  They  took  supper  7  February, 
by  invitation  of  company  No.  1,  at  Smith's  tavern.  Dr.  Dana 
and  Rev.  Kimball  were  present.  The  engine's  name,  Go- 
ahead,  was  changed  to  Agawam,  8  November  1845.  In 
1847  a  flagstaff  was  raised  and  a  flag  or  streamer  was  ob- 
tained. In  1865  anewflagwas  purchased  with  funds  donated 
by  the  generous  citizens.  It  cost  $45.94.  The  flagstaff,  much 
decayed,  was  removed  3  or  4  August  1888  to  allow  a  reservoir 
in  its  place  in  front  of  the  North  school  house.  The  company 
was  first  called  Agawam  Engine  Company  No.  2,  upon  the 
adoption  of  a  new  constitution  29  May  1850.

GRAND   ARMY   OF    THE   REPUBLIC. 

General  James  Appleton  Post,  No.  128,  was  instituted 
January,  1881.  The  selection  of  the  name  was  wise  and 
adapted,  a  reciprocation  of  honors.  General  Appleton  was 
born  in  this  town  on  the  farm  granted  to  his  ancestor,  Sam- 
uel Appleton,  just  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  before  his  birth. 
He  resided  many  years  in  Marblehead,  and  for  twenty  years 
from  1833,  in  Portland,  Me.,  after  which  he  returned  to  the 
old  parental  mansion,  where  he  laid  down  his  life-work  in 
1862.  During  his  long  life  he  was  known  and  esteemed  for 
his  interest  and  energy  in  public  affairs,  and  was  looked  up  to 
as  a  born  leader  of  men.  He  was  a  Federalist  in  politics,  yet 
gave  his  services  to  his  country  in  the  war  with  England  in 
1812  ascolonslof  a  regiment,  where  he  earned  promotion  and 
the  rank  of  general.  General  Appleton  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
cause  of  temperance,  and  was  the  first  to  advocate  total 
abstinence,  or  prohibition.  While  listening  to  arguments 
upon  temperance  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  the  pro- 
hibition principle  was  intuitively  suggested  to  him,  and  he 
made  the  intuition  the  guiding  principle  of  his  subsequent 
temperance  work.  "James  Appleton,  as  a  private  citizen  of 
Massachusetts,  publicly  suggested  in  1832  the  wisdom  of  a 
prohibitory  liquor  law,  and  in  1837  the  some  James  Appleton 
as  a  member  of  the  Maine  Legislature,  urged  upon  that  body 
the  enactment  of  such  a  law."  Though  the  law  was  not  en- 
acted at  that  time,  he  lived  to  see  its  enactment  and  ten  years 
of  its  enforcement.  General  Appleton  was  actively  interested 
in  maintaining  the  principles  at  stake  in  the  war  of  the  Rebel- 
lion and  in  the  welfare  of  the  citizen  soldiery.  When  the  first 
Ipswich  company  left  for  the  service,  he  stood  upon  the  plat- 
for  i)  at  the  depot,  and  counselled  them  in  words  of  wisdom. 
It  is  eminently  appropriate  that  this  Post  should  be 
called  by  his  name.  His  epitaph  reads:  "A  Philanthropist, 
a  patriot,  and  a  Christian."  A  good  likeness  of  this  gentle- 
man is  shown  as  a  frontispiece  to  this  book.

serving the  annual  memorial  of  their  sacred  dead,  by  addresses 
commemorative  of  their  deeds;  by  rehearsals  of  their  ritualistic 
rites  and  by  floral  tributes  of  love;  the  duty,  truly  sacred,  of 
reflecting  upon  their  sons,  by  their  own  lives  and  characters, 
the  pure  and  worthy  motives  of  the  slain,  and  of  inculcating 
principles  of  patriotism  and  nobility  of  character.  The  rela- 
tion of  this  Post  to  the  soldiers  is  no  fiction,  it  is  a  tie  most 
real,  the  strongest,  and  the  most  sacred.

IPSWICH.  MASS 
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The  town  had  137  volunteers  in  the  service  20  July  1862. 
At  the  close  of  the  war  the  town  had  furnished  375  soldiers 
(her  full  quota  upon  every  call),  and  was  credited  with  a  sur- 
plus of  thirty-three.     There  were  fifteen  commissioned  officers. 

When  the  cruel  war  was  over,  in  1869,  the  town  selected 
a  conspicuous  and  central  location,  and  in  1871  erected  upon 
the  rock-ribbed  earth,  at  a  cost  of  $2800,  a  sightly  granite 
memorial,  "a  single  shaft,  simple  and  plain,"  in  commemora- 
tion of  her  patriot  dead.  The  front  panel,  which  faces  the 
north,  is  inscribed  : 

ERECTED 

BY  THE  TOWN   OF  IPSWICH 

IN   MEMORY   OF  HER 

BRAYE     AND     LAMENTED     SONS 

WHO   GAVE  THEIR  LIVES  TO 

THEIR     COUNTRY     IN     THE     WAR 

FOR  UNION   AND   LIBERTY. 

1861  —  1865. 

The  other  panels  record  their  names.  On  the  plinth  in  front 
is  the  year  of  erection,  "1871";  on  the  west,  "Their  Deeds  We 
Cherish";  on  the  south,  "Our  Patriot  Dead";  on  the  east, 
"Their  Record  Our  Union."

F.  Heard,  in  June,  1863,  placed  in  the  hands  of  trustees 
$10,000,  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  such  persons  belonging 
to  this  town  as  may  suffer  from  sickness  or  wounds  incurred 
in  the  service  of  their  country  in  the  present  civil  war,  and 
for  the  relief  of  such  persons  as  may  be  deprived  of  sup- 
port by  the  loss  of  relatives  engaged  in  the  like  service."

JOHN    HARRISON   TENNEY, 

the  man  of  this  town  who  is  most  widely  known  to-day,  is 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Mr.  Tenney  was  reared  as  a  far- 
mer, one  of  those  independent  royalties  that  are  permissible 
in  a  republican  form  of  government,  in  fact,  that  give  to  any 
government  its  steady,  even  permanence.  He  was  born  in 
Rowley  22  November  1840,  and  his  years  measure  just    the 
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time  between  the  elections  of  the  two  Harrisons  to  the  na- 
tional Presidency.  , 

Mr.  Tenney  is  a  natural  musician.  His  parents  were 
choir  leaders  and  noted  singers.  The  children  are  excellent 
singers  and  players.  The  regime  of  his  home  afforded  abun- 
dant opportunity  for  cor- 
rect instruction  in  the 
principles  of  music  and  the 
development  of  musical 
talent,  and  he  has  always 
made  the  most  of  his  priv- 
ileges. He  is  now  the  au- 
thor or  associate  editor  of 
a  score  of  singing  books. 
There  are  eleven  Sunday 
school  and  Gospel  Song 
books:  Songs  of  J 03'; 
Songs  of  Faith  ;  Spiritual 
Songs;  Gems  of  Gospel 
Song;  Songs  of  Promise; 
Beacon  Light;  Shining 
Light;  Sharon's  Dewy 
Re se  ;  Sw  eet  F i e  1  d  s  of 
Eclen;  Work  and  Worship. 
There  are  two  anthem 
books:  Anthem  Offeiing; 
American  Anthem  Book. 
There  are  three  choir  and 
sir  gin  g  school  books; 
Singing  Schocl  Banner: 
Crown  of  Praise;  National 
john    harrison  tenner.  Singer.     There     are     two 

temperance  hooks  :  Temperance  Jewels  ;  Bells  of  Victory.  Lis 
last  book  is  a  collection  of  anthems,  «;lees,  quartets,  etc,  for 
male  voices,  called  the  American  Male  Choir. 

In  January,  1884,  Mr.  Tenney  was  received  into  member- 
ship in  the  Linebrook  church,  and  the  June  following  was 
elected  second  deacon.  Upon  the  death  of  the  venerable  Dea- 
con William  F.  Conant,  who  had  carried  the  bin  den  of  the 
church  for  years.  Deacon  Tennev  succeeded  to  the  first  dea- 
concy.  Mr.  Tennev  had  been  the  suoport  of  the  choir  for 
many  years  as  chorister  and  organist  and  merits  much  con- 
sideration for  his  assiduous  service.  Deacon  Tenney 's  musi- 
cal talent  is  his  opportunity  to  do  a  vast  amount  of  good. 
He  has  begun  wrell.  His  songs  and  glees  are  wonderfully 
adapted  to  develop  or  inculcate  correcl:  social  principles  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  young".     He  is  still  at  work.

THE  ASBURY    CAMP  MEETING  ASSOCIATION, 


This  association  was  organized  "for  the  purpose  of  es- 
tablishing, providing  accommodations  for,  and  holding,  Camp 
and  other  Grove  meetings  in  the  town  of  Hamilton  *  *  * 
for  the  benefit  of  the  churches  of  Lynn  District,  and  such  other 
churches  as  may  hold  and  occupy  church  accommodations  on 
the  Association  grounds."  The  constitution  was  adopted  20 
March,  1860.  The  membership  is  five  ministers  and  ten  lay- 
men and  the  presiding  elder  of  the  Lynn  district  ex  officio. 
The  association  owns  seventy-five  acres.  It  has  "the  largest 
camp-meeting  in  New  England — fully  sixty-five  churches  being- 
represented  .' '  The  steam  railway  was  opened  to  the  grove  in 
1870,  and  a  horse  railway  nearly  three  years  ago.  There  are 
251  lessees,  as  follows  :
